itit in morall piety. 5. It excludes withdrawing 
and takes in conſtancy, for 77445 & #57 &, tg 
follow fully, and goe on tothe end, are much ar 
one; he that walkes fully afterthe Lord, walkes fi- 
nally after him.

(JL pleaſure and reſolution therein, but alſo to exprefie 
222.2 ſome eſpecnll paſſages and proceedings, moovin 

vs tothat refolution: Wheroin , albeit having ſo 
mary yeeres ſwayed the ſwords and ſcepters of three renowned kingdomes, 
Wee canr ot but diſcerne (28 much as aty Prince living ) what apperteinethto 
the herght of a powerfull Monarch: yer, that all men might diſcerne, that Wee, 
like Gods true Vicegerent, delight not ſo much in the greatnelſe of Our place, 
gin the goodneſſe and benignitic of our government, We were coritent in ' 
that one AR to deſcend many degrees beneath Our Sclfe: Firſt, by communica= 
ting toall Our peo le the reaſons of a reſolution of State , which Princes uſe to:

Haying anticipated the time of reafſembling Our Parlia;nent to the twen- 
ticth day of November laſt, ( whicy Wee formerly a, potated to have metupon 
ehe eighth of February next) upon the confidence that their novleand genes 
rous declaration at their parting the fourth of [ne -ut us in, of their freeand 
liberal) aſliſtance $0 therecovery of Our Childrens ancient inheritance, and 
having declared to. them Our reſolution of taking uron Us the defence of 
Our Childrens. patrimonie by-way of Armes, the Commons very heartily and 
dutitully fell.immediatly after their reafſembling , to treat of a necefſary fu;- 
phe, and concluded tor the preſent , to grant a Subſidie to be paid in Febrawy: 
next,(the laſt pain ent of the latter Subſidie granted by them teing not to come 
in untill ay following ) whereby Wee were well and cleerly fatisfiedof 
the good intention et the Commons in generall, by whoſe uniforme vote and 
afl:nt that Subſidy was rcfolved on, not without intimatian of a more ample 
ſupplic to be yeclded in convenient time.. 

But before this their relolution was reduced into a formall AR or Bill, ſome = 
diſcontented perſons that were the cauſe of all that cvill which ſucceeded, 
endcavouring to clog the good will of the Commons with their owne untet- 
{onable cnds, fell todiſpute in the Houſe of Our high Prerogatives , namely of 
the match of Our dearcſt ſanne the Prince, ofthe matung warre with 
Princes Our Allics , betweene whom and Us there was a firme y_ reli- 
giouſly made and oblerved-hitherunto : All which they covered with the 
c:oake of Religion, and with the faire pretence. of a dutitull Petition to bee: 
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Daughter of Spaine, nor to touch t 
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preferred to Us. Wee underſtanding right well , that thoſe points were not 
difputable in Parliament, without Qur owne Royall dire&ion , being of Our 

igheſt Prerogatrives, the very Charafters of Sovercignty , and thinking , that 
whenevery SubjeR by nature, and the Lawesof the Realme, had the power of 
pecking their children according totheir owne beſt liking, none ſhould denie 
Us the like; eſpecially Wee me ig inning of the Parliz:nem: declared 
Our e concerning the matching of Our Sonne , the Prince , were fully 
prſwaded, that thoſe ſpecious outfides of Religion and humble petitioning, 
were ad.{ed onely to gaine paſſage-unto thoſe things, which being propoun» 
ded in their true c'Jours , mult needs have appeared unjaſt and unreafonable, ag 
mttes\vherewith never any Parhament had: preſumed to meddle before, 
except they had beene hereunto required by their King ; nay, not befittin 
Our Privie Councell to meddle with , without Our ſpecial! command and 
alow-zce; ſince the very conſulting upon ſuch matters ( though in never ſo 
private a manner?) being diſcovered abroad, might at ſome time produce as ill 
effes, as if they were publikely refolve.{ upen.

So 8 this plenjpotencie of yours inveſts you 
inall power upon Earth, lacking nothing but the Popes to haye the 
keyes alſo bothof Heaven and Purgatory, And to this vaſt generali 
of yours, Wecan give no other anſwer , forit will trouble all the be! 
Lawyers inthe Houle to make a good Cemmentary upon it : For fo did: 
the Puritan Miniſters in Scotland bring all kinde of cauſes within the

For moſt of themgrow fram precedents , which (beares ratherat 
ration then inheritance, Yer Wee areplealed to gize You Ow Bop 
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cferance , That 25 long'as you ſhall continze-to coftaine your {elves 
within the limits ot your dutie and reſpe& to Us (as Wee aſſure Our 
{fe you will do ) Wee will bee as carcfull to maintaine and preſerve 
Jawfull liberties and priviledges as ever any Our Predeceflours 
were Nay as to preſerve Our owne Royall Prerogative. So as your 
Houſe (hall onelie have mecde to beware to trench upon the Pre Ve 
oF tne Crowne , which would enforce Us, or any jaſt King to re- 
reach them of their priviledges , that would pare his' Prerogative and 
fowers of the Crowne. - But of this We hope there ſhall never bocauſo 
ven. And to conclude, fince Wee have now ſo largely expreſſed the 
Feriti of Our meaning unto you , We require you to goe on cheere- 
fille, and to uſe all convenicnt diligence for preparing ſuch good 
Lawes for Us to paſle at this time, as the people may po the care, that 
both Wee and you have for the -good governement of the Ki . 
ending as We did in Onur former Letter; If there be net a bappie Sef- 
fon made at this time , it ſhall bee in your default. And above all, be- 
ware by your way wardnefſlc at this time , to give Our Childrens Adver-
